Washington—It looks as if the fu- 


fure of radio regulation will be de- 
ljided in one of those last minute 
Bams for which the short sessions of 
congress are noted. 


The question goes 
deeper than 


whether the resolution to continue 
the federal radio commission for a 
year shall be passed. It really is 
whether congress will concede that 
radio is a technical subject on which 
competent engineers should pass in 
order that the Industry may be pre- 
served and the listeners enabled to 
get good programs. 


Testifying before the house com- 


mittee, M. H. Aylesworth president 
of the National Broadcasting com- 
pany, was asked point-blank whether 
he favored the continuance 
of the 


radio commission. He said it was a 
question the radio 
commissioners 


themselves could best answer. 
In 


other words the problem has become 
administrative as well as judicial. 
The controversy which began more 
than two 'years ago as to whether 
the department of commerce or a 
separate commission responsible 
to 


congress should handle radio is not 
settled yet.

King Amanullah had been recalled 
to power.

New York— (XP) —Captain George 


Fried of the American Merchant ma- 
rine, was welcomed by the govern- 
ment and people of Xew Tork Mon- 
day for the wholesale rescue of an- 
other nation's seamen from death 
in an ocean storm. 


Captain Fried was hailed for his 


rescue of 3- men from the sinking 
Italian freighter Florida as vocifer- 
ously as he was three years ago for 
saving 25 from the flundering British 
freighter Antinoe. 


Among those in triumph with him 


up a resounding Broadway jammed 
with noontime thousands were Chief 
Officer Harry Manning, who com- 
manded the lifeboat that took the 
Italians from their wrecked vessel, 
the other eight men from the Amer- 
ica who manned the lifeboat, and 
Kelson Smith, the America's chief 
wireless operator.

CONGRESS ASKED TO 
BUILD WIND TUNNEL 
TO TESTAIRPLANES 


Safer and Cheaper Planes Is 


Aim —Plans for Project 
Before Committee 


BY WILLIAM E. BERCHTOLD 
Washington — (IP) — Safer 
and 


cheaper airplanes is the aim. of a 
government puroposal to build a gi- 
ant experimental wind tunnel labo- 
ratory at Laugley field, Va. 


Plans for the project, which ex- 


ceed the proportions of any similar 
laboratory planned by any 
nation, 


are now before the house appropri 
ations^ committee in an 
item re- 


questing- an appropriation for $525,- 
000 in 1930 by the National Advi 
sory committee for Aeronautics. 


A full-sized 
airplane could 
\K 


placed in the new wind tunnel 'to 
provide a detailed study of forces 
acting upon the plane in full flight 
without taking 
it off the ground. 


Wind tunnels have played an im- 
portant part 'n the development of 
safer airplanes, but heretofore toy 
like models have been used for the 
tests. 


Experts have discovered that er- 


rors sometimes 
as high as 10 per 


cent are incurred through 
use of 


models instead of actual airplanes. 
However, they are not willing to 
send pilots and planes Into the air 
to test some new and radically un- 
conventional device unless they are 
certain that the risk to pilot and 
plane is not too great 


"At present the safe flight of an 


airplane is dependent too much up- 
on ability of the pilot," Dr. Joseph 
S. Ames, chairman of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronau- 
tics, told a subcommittee 
of the 


house 
appropriations 
committee. 


"The problems of better 
stability 


and control must be solved. A large 
majority of fatal accidents, are the 
result of airplanes nearing,. a, stall- 
tag speed, where the 'present types 
of control are Ineffective- . We caii- 
not expect to study these, violent 
maneuvers while in actual flight, 
where the dangers are very great, 
and error Is apt to creep In if we 
work out our problem with models. 
"We must have a wind tunnel labo- 
ratory in which an airplane with 50 
foot wing span can be tested as if 
in actual flight." 


In commenting- . upon the- success 


of the 20 foot propeller 
research 


tunnel now in operation Dr. Arnes 
told the committee that the savings 
made 'possible in one year to users 
and 
manufacturers 
of 
airplanes 


through the development in 
the 


tunnel of a new cowling for air- 
cooled engines 
would be sufficient 


to pay for the present tunnel. The 
propeller research tunnel was built 
two years ago at ^cpst .of $160,000.

TO FINANCE WORLD 


Germany, Largest Single 


Borrower, Took $290,- 
000,000 in Europe 


Washington—(XP)— American dol- 


lars-continue to finance the world's 
business. 


Any doubt of the. fact should. be 


removed by the total of $1,426,487,550 
in foreign securities floated in the 
United States last year, second only 
in size to the 1927 total of $1,592,595,- 
760. . 


But for high money rates prevail- 


ing in this country the last half of 
1928, 
the total probably would have 


exceeded the 1927 record, for Depart- 
ment of Commerce statistics indicate 
that .of .the great total, all except 
$379,000,000 worth of securities were 
placed in the American market the 
first six months. 
As nearly two- 


thirds of the foreign 
issues were 


floated the second quarter, two new 
records thus were established. 


Nearly half the foreign issues of 


192S- were of European origin and 
more than half of these represented 
corporate -financing. Germany, larg- 
est Sipgjft borrower, who took' $290.- 
000,000, or about half the total for 
all Europe, devoted most of the funds 
to public utility development and a 
large proportion to banking Institu- 
tions. Denmark was second largest 
European borrower, using proceeds 
for government or government-guar- 
anteed projects, while Italy was third 
and Norway fourth.

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GOVERNMENT BARGE LINE 
Congress has added $10,000,000 for 


inland waterway development, to the 
War department supply bill. This is a 
small sum, as federal expenditures go, 
but significant. It is all to be used in 
further expansion of the Inland Wa- 
terways corporation, which is a gov- 
ernment enterprise. 


Operations heretofore confined to 


the lower Mississippi and Warrior riv- 
ers are to be carried on there more ef- 
fectively, and extended 
during the 


next three years to the Upper Missis- 
sippi and the 
Missouri and Illinois 


rivers. On the latter stream the ulti- 
mate aim evidently is connection with 
Chicago through its drainage canal, 
thus joining the Mississippi and Great 
lakes systems—the two greatest inland 
waterways in the world. 


It 
may be considered remarkable 


that, with the well known opposition 
to government ownership and opera- 
tion existing in Washington, the gov- 
ernment should continue this 
enter- 


prise and congress should encourage it 
with additional funds. The reasons for 
the seeming inconsistency are these: 


The government barge fines already 


in operation have made good. Their 
service is not really competitive. There 
is more freight offered than they can 
handle with their • present equipment, 
The railroads are cooperating 
with 


them. The upper reaches of the Mis- 
sissippi and it tributaries are asking 
,f6r service. IfMs obviously desirable to 
bring the Mississippi back into use as~ 
^an important transportation route. 
When the government has established 
this service on a sound basis, it will 
gladly turn it over to private enter- 
prise operating under a reasonable 
amount of government supervision. 


PLENTY OF POWDER 


A bulletin of the department of the 


interior gives information which ought 
to reassure people worrying about the 
future fuel supply. It finds that the 
northwestern lignite field covers 1,800- 
square miles in the western end of the 
Dakotas and the eastern end of Mon- 
tana. The beds are from 8 to 30 feet 
thick, and often there are two or three 
layers in succession, near the surface. 
It is easy to work them by the strip- 
ping process, or by tunneling in from 
eroded banks. The deposits have been 
hardly scratched as yet. 
There are 


visible more than 15,000,000.000 tons. 
That is about as much as all the coal 
mined in the United States since coal 
was discovered. 


Such coal pulverizes easily. 
Pow- 


dered coal is now used widely for 
steam purposes, fed by air-blast. It can 
be used in internal combustion engines 
instead of gas. There is powder to run 
all the gas engines in the world for 
quite a while. 


THEATRICAL TASTE 


"The somewhat ironical fact begs 


to be recorded." says a prominent dra- 
matic writer, "that this very year of 
great pother about the decay of the 
theater and cries of heartache and star- 
vation along Broadway has also seen 
perhaps the most fruitful and distin- 
guished year the local drama has e\cr 
known." 


There is more sound, high-grade 


drama sent to his city from Xew York 
this season, he maintains, than ever 
before. And he points out that in Xc\v 
York itself, disregarding the musical 
shows, he finds a surprising number of 
first-class dramatic productions. 


It would be interesting to check up 


the situation throughout the country, 
comparjpg'quality with profit. Can it 
be that the public really does not want 
the best in theatrical entertainment, 
and that is why metropolitan Broad- 
wa% and sonic of the minor Broadways 
around the country arc starving this 
winter? 


BEAUTY IN INDUSTRY 


Artistic people have been complain- 


ing for years that this mechanical age 
was making everything ugly. But evi- 
dently the tide lias turned. Glenn 
Frank, president of the University of 
Wisconsin, observes that industry has 
discovered "sales value" in beauty, and 
so is using machinery to produce beau- 
tiful instead of ugly things. 


It does not take 
much 
inquiry to 


corroborate this. 
Automobiles alone 


are striking evidence of the new trend. 
It used to be considered more or less 
inevitable that1 motor cars should be 
ugly. Now nearly all of the new cars" 
on the road are 
genuinely • beautiful 


and artistic in line, proportion and col- 
or. 


Beauty is seldom accidental. 
This 


development has come from a delib- 
erate, painstaking quest for beauty. 
The same tendency is seen in articles 
of a thousand kinds. 
After the first 


struggles, the manufacturers and their 
designers usually find that it costs 
very little more to make things lovely 
than to make them unlovely. 
And 


there is this notable gain—people like 
the lovely things so much more that 
they buy them more readily. 


Putting beauty into merchandise 


that was formerly ugly is one of the 
best ways of enlarging the 
market. 


People .crave beauty, whether con- 
scious of it or not, and the more of it 
they get, the more they want. 


"SUPERSTITION" 


The municipal Kuornintang, or Na- 


tionalist soviet of Canton, China, has 
barred the film "Ben Hur" as "Chris- 
tian propaganda, decoying the people 
to superstition." 


It has been the habit of revolution- 


ists, from the French down and ex- 
cepting our own struggle for freedom, 
to regard religion as superstition and 
for a time to oppose or suppress it. 
This tragedy has resulted from 
the 


close association of church and state 
in times when the state was badly at 
fault. The Chinese revolution has gain- 
ed much of its impetus from bolshe-' 
vist Russia, and there has been no 
more enthusiastic seat of soviet doc- 
trine than Canton. 


The easiest and most natural attack 


on religion is to confuse it with tem- 
poral faiths in witches, spells, 
curses 


and the like. 
Chinese revolutionists 


distrust Christianity because it springs 
from western nations which have used 
their fleets and marines to further 
what the Chinese regard as imperialis- 
tic designs. So ftiey attack it as super- 
stition, a bar to education, a means of 
propaganda. 


That phase will pass, just as have" 


other temporary defections from re- 
ligion. Russia has not been able to 
banish it. France brought it back. And 
China least of all will be able to hold 
for long the untentablej notion that 
Christianity is one with superstition. It 
has as a matter of fact been almost the 
sole source of enlightenment in most 


4of China for a great many years; the 
sole destroyer of superstition, substi- 
tuting medical knowledge for the hor- 
rible \vitch doctor and medicine man 
treatment; the sole builder of sanity 
and the ambition to learn. 


DISLIKE FOR POLICEMEN 
Why is the policeman, whose main 


function is to protect our lives and 
property and make us safe, so often 
disliked ?

HUMIDITY FOR HEALTH 


Tills seems a good time to reassert 


the belief, which, of course, is in- 
susceptible of proof, that damp walls, 
a damp cellar under the house, or 
the absence- of a cellar, or an accu- 
mulation of water in the basement, 
ir> short anything that you may con- 
ceive under the heading of dampness, 
is not a factor of ill health. Damp 
living rooms, damp bedrooms, damp 
bedding or damp clothing may be 
uncomfortable but will never injure 
anybody's health or render one more 
susceptible to pneumonia, "rheumat- 
ism"—whatever that may be—tuber- 
culosis, malaria, bronchitis or other 
illness. 


Everybody knows that the weath- 


or feels colder, or, as we say, the cold 
is "penetrating." when the humidity 
is comparatively high, when the air 
is damp; and on the other hand the 
air does- not feel so cold if it is fair- 
ly dry. Zero or sub-zero tempera- 
tures in a comparatively dry climate 
or place are not so cold to one's feel- 
ing, not so "chilling" as tempera- 
tures, ten or twenty degrees higher 
in climates or places where there IsN 
more moisture in the air. 


Water vapor in the atmosphere is 


a. good 
heat conductor compared 


with dry air. The body heat is more 
easily dissipated to tbp surrounding 
air when the air is moist. 


In a hot climate the heat is less 


depressing. «>asier to endure if tbe 
air is fairly drv: with increasing 
moisture or humidity the tropical cli- 
mate becomes less endurable. The 
same principle is involved—water va- 


in the air conducts tbe heat from 


the body, but it hinders evaporation 
of the sweat and that it the more 
mportant factor in the cooling of the 
body, or the dissipation of body heat. 


Anv householder who installs an 


effective means of evaporating water 
in the air in the winter time or when 
the dwelling is artificially 
heated 


soon discovers that everybody feels 
comfortable at a more moderate tem- 
uerature than everybody demanded 
before the humidifying equipment 
was brought into use. 


A household temperature of 63 to 


68 feels as comfortable, indeed more 
balmy and less chily. to grandpop. 
uncle and the girls than did tempera- 
tures of 72 to 75 before the humidity 
was corrected. Tf this does not seem 
consistent with the explanation just 
iriven. the best way to settle the 
question for ynurself is. try it in 
your own household.

"Giants in tbe Earth," those will 


remember who read that book last 
year, closed on a note of tragedy — 
wholly unnecessary tragedy it seem- 
ed to me. The pioneer of that itory 
who had trekked all the way from 
Uorway to the prairies of Dakota, 
went out into a blizzard to fetch 
a minister for a aying man and nev- 
er came back; in the spring his body 
was found e- 
-A against a straw- 
stack. 


He had gone into the blizzard In 


a fit of temper because his half- 
crazy wife, a religious fanatic, in- 
fisted on it. The woman was left 
a!v..e with several small children, 
one of them, Peder Victorious, 
a 


mere baby. It-is this Peder Victori- 
ous who is the hero of the new no- 
vel. 


The new Rolvaag book has a fa- 


miliar but a very worthwhile theme. 
It is the well known theme of the 
second generation. ..i America. The 
subject has been treated a thousand 
time.-. Where\er there is a novelist 
who has grown up among pioneer 
conditions there is sure to be a no- 
velist who tries his hand at this 
theme. It takes a thousand forms 
but the idea behind all these books 
is fundt mentally the same. 


What do the children of immi- 


grants do and think and f.sl? How 
do they adjust themselves on the 
one 'land to a society that was alien 
to their parents and on the other 
hand to the parents and their as- 
sociates of the first generation? How 
does the language of aritther coun- 
try spoken in the home handicap 
them when they are supposed 
learn the language of American 
school? 


These and'-, a hundred other flues 


tions like them are usually answered 
m a novel of the second generation. 
The questions are inevitable and the 
ans\\ ers are almost always the same. 
It do3s not matter whether it is the 
second genera^n of Norwegians, as 
in this case, or of Germans or of 
Italians. The old people invariably 
cling not merely to the language of 
the home country but to the home 
traditions, the home ways of think- 
ing. The second generation becomes 
infected with the American spirit of 
push and ...rogress and 
jazz and 


there is conflict in tbe household. 


In this case Peder's mother makes 


a fetish of the Norwegian language. 
The Bible in English is an abomin- 
ation to her and so is Preaching in 
any language but Norwegian. She 
sincerely believes, as is the casa 
with many immigrants from other 
lands, that the mother tongue is in- 
herently more religious than the 
English language. She thinks in her 
heart that God is Norwegian, just 
as many a staunch Hollander thinks 
God is Dutch and many a German 
immigrant feels that the deity must 
be German in spirit. 


The story of "Peder Victorious" 


does jiot matter much. All those sec- 
ond generation stories are about tha: 
same because they must be the same 
human nature being what it is. 


"Peder Victorious" 
is 
not as 


strong a novel^ as "Giants in the 
Earth." The author seems to lose his 
way from time to t'me and the book 
impresses me as having been writ- 
ten to order, not for the love of it, 
as seemed to be the case with the 
earlier novel. 


Beret, the slightly "cracked" mo. 


ther, is rather well done. Rolvaag 
seems to understand the first gener- 
ation much better than tbe second. 
She became "queer" out of sheer 
loneliness on the prairie in pioneer 
days and her queerness is cleverly 
brought out in the second volume.

Circulating Toyery 


Gotham Innovation

KW YORK—"Toyeries" are the 
latest Innovation In this metro- 
polis. 


By "toyeries" Is mean circulating 


collections of toys that, like books 
from the free public libraries can go 
into the poorest homes. Tots who 
have no toys of their own will be 
able to choose and take home for 
given periods of time any toys their 
little hearts desire. 


PLAN WINS MUCH SUPPORT 
Mrs. Ida Cash, probation officer of 


the Children's Court, is the originator 
of the idea. Mrs. Otto Kabn, Judge 
Jean Norris, Caleb Baumes and in- 
numerable other influential people 
interested in the welfare of poor lit- 
tle New Yorkers are giving their sup- 
porters to it. 


"We expect to start the first 'toy- 


ery' early thjs spring, in one of the 
East Side's most 
congested 
and 


poorest spots, where there are the 
fewest facilities for play," Mrs. Cash 
stated. 


"The idea of the 'toyery' 
came 


partly from the realization that each 
year there are increasing numbers 
of children delinquents brought be- 
fore the court for stealing toys," she 
continued. 


"In addition to preventing crime, 


we expect our 'toyeries' to be in- 
struments of education. Children 
play with toys long before they read. 
Therefore, in very squalid, crowded 
quarters, 'toyeries' may be as bene- 
ficial to pre-schooj children as li- 
braries are to older ones. 


"We will have toys that are dur- 


able, 
can be fumigated 
and 
are 


chosen with scientific care for their 
educational or recreational value. 


DOLLS TO BE TABOO 


"We will have construction toys, 


wagons, scooters, bicycles, airplanes, 
typewriters, printing presses, mov- 
ing picture machines and games such 
as checker, or ping pong. We may 
eventually have a fund for giving 
away dolls. But they are taboo in 
our circulation 'toyeries' idea because 
they are too personal. Children get 
so attached 
to them It would be 


wrong to lend them only to take 
them away again. 


"The plan Is to have 
reference 


rooms in 'toyeries' like reading rooms 


in the library, where children who 
have no space at home to play may 
put in an afternoon or evening. But 
the main function will be to fend 
toys for use at home. 


"Playgrounds are indispensible In 


our child life now. But there to no 
time for reflection In play-grounds. 
Therefore, if children can take their 
construction toys home and figure 
them out, the reflection is bound to 
be beneficial and contribute to char- 
acter building. We feel, for instance, 
that if Lindberg had had to do all his 
figuring on a playground he would 
not have succeeded. 


TO ANTICIPATE BREAKAGE 
"Furthermore, there is a possibil- 


ity that even temporary ownership 
of a desirable toy can teach children 
a respect for property that might 
discourage the idea of stealing. We 
have been asked what we can do 
about breakage and other destructive 
things that might happen. We mere- 
ly point to libraries. Books are des- 
troyed, of course, in some instances. 
But it is only a small percentage." 


The founding of New York's first 


"toyery' 'is watched with extreme 
interest by psychologists and socio- 
logists and others specializing in 
child-life, if the first one succeeds, 
the committee announces that others 
will follow and within a year New 
York will have several. The results 
of the first one will be studied by 
psychology classes at New York Uni- 
veristy.

tee has among its members such.:

BEHIND "TOYEBY" PLAN 


Of the "toyery" plan, Baumes said: 
"I am much Interested 
in this 


movement. I have long thought that 
a big mistake that American people 
are making is their lack of attention 
to the American child. I want to be 
putd own as strongly in favor of 
toyeries.*"

Chicago — Deaths from motor ve- 


hicle accidents have gone down by 
•bout 20 percent in those states hav- 
ing drivers' license laws that pro- 
Tide for the examination of new 
drivers and that administer these 
provisions properly. 


That this reduction In automotive 


totalities is due entirely to these 
laws and their 
proper administra- 


tion is the conviction of Sidney J. 
"Williams, director of the 
public 


safety division of the National Safe- 
ty Council. Williams* department 
baa just completed an 
elaborate 


study of the fatalities in the slates 
having- such laws. 


These states Include Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Maryland, Cal- 
ifornia, Maine, Vermont, New Ham- 
sphire and Rhode Island. A few ad- 
ditional states have drivers' license 
laws, but do not require examination 
of new drivers and in most cases 
aren't administered by a strong cen- 
tralized state bureau. These states, 
Williams finds, have not enjoyed a 
reduction of accidents that could be 
ascribed to such laws . 


LAWS START DOWN TREND 
In those states witih properly ad- 


ministered license laws calling for 
drivers' 
examinations, 
Williams 


found a definite downward trend in 
tl» rate of automotive 
fatalities 


since the adoption of these laws. In 
only two of these, Maine and Ver- 
mont, has the rate been slightly up- 
ward, and in one, New Hampshire, 
has it been pratically at a standstill. 


This Williams explains by the fact 
that these are vacation states and 
that the heavy summer tourist tra- 
vel there brought about the increase 
in auto fatalities. The same reason 
may be advanced for the failure of 
the rate to go down in New Hamp- 
shire. 


According to Williams, the XT. S. 


Bureau of Public Roads found that 
21 per cent of the vehicles on Maine 
highways in 1924 were of "foreign" 
or out of state registration, and 35 
per cent in Vermont in 1926. The 
ratio of summer accident frequency 
In Maine to winter accident frequen- 
cy is four and a half times as great 
as In other states, and in Vermont 
It is nearly eight times as great. 


ATLANTIC COAST SAFEST 
Since all but one of the states 


Included in this survey are found 
along the North Atlantic coast, an 
interesting comparison has been 
made between the automotive fatal- 
ities here and those in the remainder

cense laws suffered a total of 17,- 
000 motor vehicle fatalities in 1927. 
It may be confidently expected that 
if each of these states would enact 
a license law including examination 
of new drivers, with the proper ma- 
chinery 
for 
enforcing It, 
there 


would be within a few years a sav- 
ing of over 3000 lives per year."
